Fairfield  Coin  Club  History 
by  Jan  Henke,  IASAC  #302 

The  predecessor  to  the  Fiar field 
Coin  Club  was  the  Galaxy  Koin  Klub 
which  met  on  Travis  Air  Force  Base. 

Organizational  meetings  were  held  to  form  the  Fair- 
field  Coin  Club  on  Feb.  28  &  March  28,  with  the  1st 
regular  meeting  being  held  on  March  28,  1973.  Since 
February,  1977  the  club  has  held  monthly  meetings  at 
the  Grace  Episcopal  Church  in  Fairfield,  California. 

The  club  constitution  was  written  by  George  Flannagan 
and  there  were  27  Charter  Members,  two  of  which  still 
hold  membership  in  the  club. 

The  club's  first  bulletin  was  known  as  the  "Bourse- 
board  News  Monthly"  and  was  published  by  club 
secretary  Rich  Neily  beginning  in  November,  1975. 

The  Fairfield  Coin  Club  was  chartered  by  the  ANA  in 
1974.  George  Flannagan  served  as  the  club's  ANA 
representative  until  his  death  in  May,  1988.  Michael 
Turnni  has  served  in  this  position  since  that  time. 
The  Fairfield  Coin  Club  also  holds  membership  in 
the  California  State  Numismatic  Association  and  the 
Northern  California  Numismatic  Association.  The 
club  was  incorporated  by  the  State  of  California  in 
July,  1985. 

The  club's  two  main  social  events  of  the  year  are 
the  Annual  May  Potluck  and  the  December  Joint  Christ¬ 
mas  Party  with  neighboring  club,  the  Vallejo  Numis¬ 
matic  Society.  The  first  May  Potluck  was  held  in 
1977  and  the  first  Joint  Xmas  Party  was  held  in  1987 
at  the  Fairfield  Anheuser-Busch  Brewery. 

The  club's  highest  award  bestowed  upon  members  is 
the  'Rich  Neily  Memorial  Award'  which  was  adopted 
in  August,  1985.  This  award  is  to  "honor  the  memory 
of  the  late  Rich  Neily  and  to  recognize  exemplary 
service  and  support  to  the  club  by  a  current  member. 


The  club's  second  highest  award  is  the  'Jan  Henke 
Service  Award'  which  was  adopted  in  1992.  One  must 
have  a  minimum  of  ten  years  service  to  the  club 
to  be  eligible  for  this  award. 

The  Fairfield  Coin  Club  has  a  current  membership 
of  47 .  Annual  dues  are  $5  for  regular  membership, 
$3  for  juniors  and  $100  for  life  membership.
